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Exercise Responsible For Babe 
Ruth’s Great Come-Back 
(Colton Courier) 

Those who need exercise but dislike it will 
take heart when they learn that Babe Ruth 
gives all credit for his return to excellent 
health from a veritable physical rubbish heap 
to the potent influence of proper exercise and 
a strict diet. It was in December, 1925, that 
the well-known diamond trotter was just about 
ready to collapse from a worn-out body. For- 
tunately he fell into the hands of an expert 
trainer and the results have been astonishing. 

He was forced to turn directly about in 
his living conditions, just as you or | would 
be forced to do were we under direct super- 
vision of one whose knowledge of the human 
provide 








machine places him in position to 
proper guidance. The first step was regular- 
ity. Regular hours for sleep, exercise and eat- 
ing were outlined and the famous ball player 
learned to live by the clock. Briefiy, bed exer- 
eises in the morning werre followed by the 
drinking of two glasses of hot water. Then he 
went for a walk and came back for a bath, 
shower and rub-down before he was permitted 
to eat his breakfast. His breakfast consisted 
of a cereal with skimmed milk, poached eggs, 
or bacon or a lamb crop, one piece of toast and 
one cup of weak tea or hot water. At noon he 
was allowed a salad. Between the two meals, 
however, he drank at least two more glasses 
of hot water and he walked or took gym exer- 
cises. 

The evening meal was the big event of the 
day. He was allowed chicken, fish or lamb, 
two vegetables, raw cabbage or lettuce salad 
and fresh fruit for dessert. Milk or hot water 
furnished the drink. There was no eating be- 
tween meals, no cold water, no water with 
meals and no red meats. At the end of his 
training period his flesh had become firm and 
had reduced in weight from 254 to 210 pounds. 
He came out of the tussle in better shape than 
ever and gives entire eredit to the regular and 
simple rules by which he lived. 

Most of us abhor exercise. We sit and 
grow fat or we watch the angles grow sharp 
and the hollows more pronounced as the days 
pass by, but still we cannot make ourselves 
take the hateful exercise and eat the nourish- 
ing foods which our common sense tells up will 
counteract the deterrent influence under which 
Babe Ruth said: ‘If 
and he prob- 


most of us are living. 
JT ean come back, anyone can,’’ 
ably knows whereof he speaks. 

In reading the histories of the great men 
of the world we find that the majority of 
them devoted a certain portion of each day to 
exercise. They kept physically fit in order to 
be mentally alert and their efforts were well 
rewarded, as is evidenced by their achieve- 
ments. It is not possible to put our best ef- 
forts in our work unless our bodies are so 
healthy that we are unaware of them, With a 
certain amount of our energy expended in nurs- 
ing a terrific headache, or a weak back, or 
some other ache or pain our efficiency is dim- 
med and we fail to give the service which no 
better brain could give were it undivided in 
its centers of activity. 

Babe Ruth has found himself through exer- 
cise and diet; he has taken a new lease on life; 
he has come back physically fit; and yet, those 
of us who know his story and realize how sim- 
ple have been the rules that have restored him 
to the diamond hesitate to help ourselves over 
the physical handicaps which are right now 
lessening our efficiency.

has continued now for almost a century. In 
other words, it is American ideals that have in- 
spired the Chinese with a determination to 
throw off both imperialism and despotism at 
home and domination from abroad. 

Unlike most theories, this one comes very 
close to the truth. Not alone China, but the 
whole world, and especially the peoples of re- 
pressed nations, have been inspired by the 
ideals and history of America, Wherever one 
looks throughout the world and sees a move- 
ment towards self rule and democracy, the 
United States’ ideals and form of government 
are observed to be the chief inspiration of the 
people. This was true—and still is with the 
masses—in Russia before the bolsheviki minor- 
ity seized the reins of power and set up a strict- 
ly class government of the proletariat. Even 
that is in time destined to give way before the 
impact of American ideals. 

In China the speeifie thing of which Ameri- 
can missionaries have been guilty is the mak- 
ing of an alphabet in which the literature of 
the world could be printed for the common 
Chinese to read. Much as we may speak of 
illiterate and ignorant hordes, it is this new 
introduction to science and social and political 
economy which has aroused China, and as 
knowledge is constantly spreading there can 
be no doubt of the ultimate outcome.
